WASHINGTON 
AP) — With 


Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy as 
the first witness, the Senate opens 
today an investigation designed to 
bare the workings of a national 
crime syndicate. 


The hearings by the investiga- 


tions subcommittee are scheduled 
to explore the affairs of a secret 
criminal society known variously 
as La Cosa Nostra, the Black 
Hand, or the Mafia. It is alleged 
to reap a profit of billions of do! 
lars a year through syndicated 
crime—narcotics, gambling and 
extortion, among others. 


The hearings ultimately will 


feature testimony by convicted 
dope peddler and murderer Jo 
seph Valachi, a Cosa Nostra mem- 
ber. Vlachi, 60, contends that the 
Mafia ordered him slain in prison 
as a "stool pigeon" and that he 
wants revenge by exposing its 
leaders and their crimes. 


Through the testimony of 20 or 


more witnesses in three to four 
weeks of hearings here, the Sen 
ate Investigations subcommittee 
plans to track the syndicate's op- 
erations through the country, in- 
cluding New York, Chicago, Bos- 
ton and Detroit.

The latest bombing — Birming-

MOSCOW AP);—Soviet citizens, 


who doubtless eat more bread 
than any other single food,, are 
being told at private meetings and 
in the press to ease an acute 
shortage 
by getting along with 


less. 


Local leaders are being warned 


that bread must be saved and that 
prices may be raised. 


Despite these warnings there ap 


pears no great probability tha 
any Soviet citizen will go seriously 
short of bread.

abroad1, running about 7 millioi 
tons, will offset crop losses dunn_ 
the past year due to drought anc 
persistent

planting and harvesting. The los 
apparently is about 10 per cen 
of the crop, which last year wa 
C5 million tons. 


The shortage and the bad hai 


vesting have sent Premier Khri 
shchev. now in his 70th year, 
storming about the country de- 
nouncing careless farming meth- 
ods. 


Again one of his pot projects, 


the virgin lands in Siberia and 
Southwest Asia, has let him clown 
as it did in other recent years. 


Harvesting in the Kazakhstan 


virgin land area is so far behind 
schedule that it seems inevitable 
much grain will rot in the fields 
and some will be buried under the 
snow. 


While Ivan and Natasha may 


not go short of bread, the shortage 
of wheat and corn seems certain 
to make them short of meat again 
this year. 


This correspondent has just re- 


turned from a tour of Kuban, the 
Soviet Union's best farm area. A 
bumper crop of wheat was har- 
vested there before the drought 
set in during July and August. 


The drought hurt the corn badly 


as well as vegetables and fruit. 
Villages and towns in the area are 
short of vegetables. This is re- 
flected also in Moscow and other 
cities. In the capital queues form 
every time a shop displays any 
fresh vegetables. 


Grain was lost in the virgin 


lands last year because thousands 
of combines and tractors lay idle 
in the fields for lack of spare 
parts. As early as Aug. 28,. the 
paper Farm Life reported that 
some farms had not finished the 
repair of harvesting machines and 
combines before the beginning of 
this year's harvest. 


In some areas only 20 per cent 


of the machinery was used. In the 
Irkutsk area of eastern Siberia, 
the paper said, "Peas started to 
fall out of the pods while drivers 
were still testing their machines." 


A half billion dollars is to be 


paid to Canada in the next 18 
months for delivery of 5.3 million 
tons of wheat and 500,000 tons of 
flour. Another 1.5 million tons of 
wheat has been ordered 
from 


Australia, with a like amount on 
option. 


Much of this will be shipped 


immediately to the Soviet Union's 
foreign customers, to protect her 
position as a supplier. 


Flour cannot be bought at maro 


stores, apparently because it can 
be hoarded while bread cannot 


Many fanners buy bread to feed 


to cows and pigs they are allowed 
to raise privately for market. One 
couple was pilloried in the press 
Sunday for having bought nearly 
half a ton of flour, bread, rice 
and macaroni.

"to normalize the situation by en- 
suring the exercise of fundament- 
al human rights to all sections of ( 
the population in tbe Republic." 


The secretary-general said he 


had acted at tho request of Asian 
and African countries which had 
expressed grave concern over the 
alleged anti-Buddhist acts of the 
Diem government. 


Diem told Thant that the rapid 


growth of Buddhism after 
the 


emergence of Soutii Viet Nam as 
an independent country had re- 
sulted in "ideological deviations" 
which in turn had led to political 
agitation and propaganda "for the 
benefit of foreign interests." 


"This is the tragedy of Bud- 


dhism in Viet Nam," Diem de- 
clared. "It will not doubt be the 
tragedy of Buddhism in the oth- 
er countries of Asia."
